The Greek section boasts an extensive 
run of Macedonian regnal coinage, including Philip II (359-336 BC) and his even more renowned son Alexander Ill the 
Great (336-333 BC). Other notable Greek coins include a splendid early tetradrachm of Syracuse, a rare gold stater 

of Pnytagoras, king of Cyprus, an extremely rare and important gold double daric piece of Babylon under Satrap 
Mazaeus, and another impressive run of Greco-Bactrian silver tetradrachms. Important Oriental coins include a unique 
Sasanian gold half-dinar of Ardashir | and a remarkably strong offering of Kushan gold coins, including a spectacular 
and rare dinar of Huvishka.

The 1841 4 Escudos, of which as few as four are known, was until this offering, thought to have been 
a work of engraver “A”. Now, because of the unprecedented detail remaining on the present coin, we can confirm the 
“S" engraver, and with it, the creation of a new single-year type! From the East, an incredible Gem proof 1866 Hong 
Kong Dollar will surely attract immense attention, and a selection of Chinese Dollars and a Pattern Kuping Tael in gold 
will certainly do the same. Last but not least, from South Africa, a “Coarse Beard” Burgers Pond, in unbelievable 
MS64+ condition, of which only 142 examples were minted, with leave many in awe. 


We are especially honored to have been entrusted with part II of the RLM Collection of Brazilian Gold. Picking 

up where part | left off at CICF, this robust 236 lot stand-alone section within Session 2 will contain coins from the 
Portuguese colonial reigns of Jose |, Maria | & Pedro III, Maria | and Joao VI as Prince Regent and later of King of 
Portugal. Its contents are replete with absolute and condition rarities and it’s as comprehensive a listing as one will find 
anywhere! Perhaps most exciting from this selection is four monetized gold bars from Joao’s period as Prince Regent. 
Amazingly, the largest bar, dated 1812, will be sold with its paper Guia — the certificate that officially made the ingot 
legal tender!

Pnytagoras attained the throne of Cyprus after the deposition and 
expulsion his half-uncle Evagoras II, who grew unpopular after 
refusing to support a revolt against the Persians. Though the revolt 
failed, Pnytagoras subsequently submitted to the Persian king 
and ruled with their favor. After Alexander’s invasion, Pnytagoras 
allied himself with the Macedonians and his fleet participated 
in the important siege of Tyre in 332 BC. Pnytagoras’ gold staters 
feature busts of Cypriote Aphrodite in her various forms, as cel- 
ebrated by her numerous cult centers on the island.

The eunuch Philetaerus, founder of the Attalid Dynasty of 
Pergamum, played a canny game of power poker in the years 
following the death of Alexander the Great. Entrusted with an 
immense treasure in the fortress city of Pergamum by Lysimachus 
of Thrace, Philetaerus soon switched his allegience to Lysimachus’ 
rival Seleucus I in return for a promise of autonomy within his own 
realm. Seleucus defeated and killed Lysimachus at Kauropedion 
in 281 BC, but was assassinated himself soon thereafter. The 
Pergamene Kingdom officially broke from the Seleucid realm a 
few years later, first under Philetaerus himself, then under his 
adopted nephew and successor Eumenes I, who struck the above 
tetradrachm. The bold obverse portrait of Philetaerus remained a 
feature of Pergamene coinage for the next century.

This quarter siglos was struck during a turbulent period of Persian 
imperial history from the reign of Xerxes II to Artaxerxes II.

Like most Kushan rulers, Huvishka is something of an enigma in 
terms of his character, personality and accomplishments. His rule 
was long and seemingly prosperous; although there was a substan- 
tial devaluation of the bronze coinage during his long reign, his gold 
coins remained of good weight and style throughout. Unlike most 
Kushan rulers, he employed several different obverse bust types on 
his gold coinage displaying a range of interesting attributes, among 
them the helmet-like rounded crown and mace-scepter, shaped 
like an ear of grain, seen here. While his predecessor Kanishka 
seemed to favor Iranian gods and goddesses, Huvishka was more 
of a nativist, the deities he honored being mostly Indian, among 
them Maaseno, depicted in exceptional detail here. Maaseno (also 
spelled Mahasena) was a Kushan version of the Hindu Skanda, 
also known as Kartikeya and Subramanya, a youthful god of war 
and victory.

Marcus Julius Philippus, also known as “Philip the Arab,” was born 
during the reign of Septimius Severus (AD 193-211) in the Roman 
province of Arabia, in what today is the village of Shahba, roughly 
55 miles south-southeast of Damascus. The village was obscure at 
the time of Philip’s birth and its original name is unknown. Likewise, 
little is known of Philip’s father, save his name, Julius Marinus. This 
name, however, indicates that the family held Roman citizenship, 
perhaps having attained it two and a half centuries before through 
the patronage of Julius Caesar himself. We have further evidence 
that Marinus and his family must have been locally prominent: 
One historical source refers to Philip as the “son of an Arab chief- 
tain,” which would mean Julius Marinus held a high tribal position 
in addition to his citizenship. After Philip reached the throne in AD 
244, he renamed his hometown Philippopolis (the original name is 
unknown) and embarked on a major building campaign to beautify 
it. He also deified his deceased father, Julius Marinus, and the local 
authorities began striking coins depicting his image being born to 
heaven on the back of an eagle, a visual depiction of deification. 
The coinage was quite limited, consisting of two bronze denomi- 
nations, and confined to the immediate vicinity of Philippopolis, 
though the legend S C on the reverse indicates the issue had been 
authorized by the Roman Senate, perhaps as a show of respect for 
the new emperor. Coins of Julius Marinus remain quite rare today 
and the issue is of the few examples of a third century Roman coin 
depicting a personage who was not a Roman emperor or empress.

Drusus Julius Caesar was born to Tiberius and his wife Vispania 
in 13 BC and raised amid the intrigues and power plays of the 
Julio-Claudian dynasty. His career was accelerated by Augustus, 
who also arranged for Drusus to marry his niece Livilla, sister of 
Germanicus and Claudius. After Augustus’ death and his father’s 
accession to power in AD 14, Drusus quelled a mutiny among the 
northern legions and capably performed several other civil and 
military duties. Tiberius granted him tribunican power in AD 
22, making him virtual co-emperor with his father. But Sejanus, 
Tiberius’ powerful and ambitious praetorian prefect, saw Drusus 
as an obstacle in his own quest for supreme power. Sejanus seduced 
Livilla and used her to administer a slow-acting poison to her 
husband, who finally succumbed late in AD 23. The truth of this 
conspiracy came to light only eight years later, following the down- 
fall and execution of Sejanus. This rare and attractive type, with 
portraits of considerable sensitivity, bears eloquent witness to the 
tragedy which overtook the imperial family a decade prior to its 
issue. Struck at the imperial mint in Caesarea, Cappadocia, the 
issue posthumously honors the prince who, had he lived, might 
have spared Rome the horrors of Caligula’s reign.

The fair-haired youth of his generation, Germanicus Julius Caesar 
was the son of the great general Nero Claudius Drusus and Antonia, 
the niece of Augustus. He became a peerless soldier, like his father, 
and was widely admired as a paragon of Roman manly virtues. 
Like John F. Kennedy, Germanicus untimely and rather mysterious 
death in AD 19 won him immortal fame. This copper as bearing 
Germanicus’ portrait was struck by his son, Gaius ‘Caligula,’ after 
he became emperor in AD 37.

Coins of Clodius Macer are not only among the rarest of all Roman 
silver coins; they are also important historical documents that 
throw light on an otherwise obscure period of Roman history. Little 
is known about the early career of Lucius Clodius Macer, but by AD 
68 he had been appointed by Nero as provincial governor of North 
Africa. By April of AD 68, Nero’s corrupt regime was collapsing and 
the governors Vindex in Gaul and Galba in Spain were in open revolt. 
As chaos gripped the Empire, Macer threw in his lot with the rebels 
and threatened to cut off the African grain supply to Rome. Initially, 
he declared his support for the Roman Senate, but following Nero’s 
suicide, Macer abandoned his idealistic pose and began plotting 
to seize power himself. Galba, who had been proclaimed emperor 
by the Senate, attempted to win over Macer, but the latter refused 
to recognize the new ruler and instead struck new coins identify- 
ing himself as “pro-praetor of Africa.” When Macer began raising 
two new legions, Galba ordered his arrest and execution, an order 
carried out by loyalist officers. His coinage was immediately recalled 
and melted down, accounting for its extreme rarity today. 


Macer controlled the Legio III Augusta in Numidia, and used 
it to take over Carthage, where this coin was presumably struck. 
The obverse type commemorates this ‘Victory, while the letters S 
C, “Senatus Consulto,” were a nod to the authority of the Roman 
Senate. The reverse type is modeled on the well-known legionary 
coinage of Marc Antony and suggest the coin was specifically struck 
to pay Macer’s troops.

Among the most famous monuments of Antiquity is Rome’s 
Colosseum, formally known as the Flavian Amphitheater, so named 
after the dynasty that built it. Flavius Vespasianus (A.D. 69-79), 
began its construction in AD 71 on the site of Nero’s sumptuous 
Golden House. It was Rome’s first permanent outdoor amphithe- 
ater, and it was built on a scale not to be exceeded for the next 
eighteen centuries. Vespasian dedicated the partially completed 
structure in AD 75; however the final touches, including the top 
tiers of arches and seating, were not completed until June, AD 
80, under his son and successor Titus. This remarkable coin was 
issued to mark the occasion. The die engraver did a exemplary job 
depicting the mammoth structure in surprising detail, carefully 
depicting the exterior tiers of arches and the decorative statuary 
within each arch, as well as the spectators crowded within. Even the 
interior staircases arched entrance ways and the Imperial box are 
depicted. To the left of the central structure stands a huge, conical 
fountain called the Meta Sudans; to the right is a porticoed build- 
ing usually identified as the Baths of Titus, formerly part of Nero’s 
Golden House.

The sole reign of Commodus, AD 180-192, is often viewed as 
the tipping point where the Roman Empire’s long decline began. 
Commodus has thus been featured in novels, plays, and feature 
films as a villain, most recently in the cinema epics “Fall of the 
Roman Empire” (1964) and “Gladiator” (2001). Son of the greatly 
revered “Philosopher Emperor” Marcus Aurelius (AD 161-180), 
Commodus was the first emperor born “in the purple” in AD 161. 
Marcus made him co-Augustus in AD 177. He accompanied Marcus 
on a strenuous military campaign against the Germanic tribes in 
178; worn out by his exertions, Marcus died on 17 March AD 180. 
Freed of his dutiful father’s control, Commodus immediately cut a 
deal with the Germans and abandoned all further plans of military 
conquest. Returning to Rome, he plunged into sensual pursuits and 
left governing to a succession of favorites who plundered the public 
purse and aggrandized themselves. His lax rule led to plots against 
the regime, ruthlessly suppressed. Rejecting the intellectuality of 
his father, Commodus fancied himself as a great athlete, hunter 
and gladiator. After the fall of his corrupt vizier Cleander in AD 
190, Commodus took control of governmental affairs himself and 
his megalomania ran riot. Wealthy Romans in high positions were 
routinely executed so their estates could be confiscated to finance 
this orgy of self-indulgence. While the Roman commons seemed to 
enjoy his antics, his close advisors began to fear for their own lives 
and ultimately arranged his death by strangulation at the hands 
of his wrestling instructor, Narcissus. The damage done by his 12 
years of listless, corrupt rule was deep and lasting. 


While Commodus continued and worsened the debasement of 
Roman silver coinage begun by his father, the gold coinage remained 
of high purity, weight and artistry. This beautiful aureus, struck 
early in his sole reign, depicts him as a young man very much in the 
image of his father. The historians Dio and Herodian both describe 
him as exceptionally handsome, a picture borne out by his coin por- 
traits and sculpture. The reverse evokes the “Security of the Public” 
in an uncertain age.

Philip I celebrated the 1,000th anniversary of Rome with the 
Saecular Games, and for awhile the magnificent spectacles and ath- 
letic contests enabled Romans to forget the economic and military 
straits the Empire was experiencing. Exotic animals of all kinds, 
including the hippopotamus shown on the reverse of this scarce ses- 
tertius, were paraded through the streets before being slaughtered 
in the arena in staged “hunts.” A series of coins with the legend 
SAECVLARES AVGG commemorated the event.

A competent but undistinguished soldier, Flavius Valerius Severus 
owed his elevation as Caesar to his old comrade-in-arms Galerius, 
who hoped to “stack the deck” in the Second Tetrarchy with men 
loyal to himself. As Caesar of the West, Severus technically served 
under Constantius I Chlorus, with Italy, Pannonia and Africa as 
his territories. From his base of Milan, Severus passed a relatively 
uneventful 15 months as Caesar before Constantius fell ill and died 
at York, Britain, in July of AD 306. Galerius elevated Severus to 
Augustus of the west, but the armies of Constantius instead hailed 
his son Constantine as Emperor. Galerius reluctantly acknowl- 
edged Constantine as Caesar, thus restoring the Tetrarchy, but 
the turn of events inspired Maxentius, son of the retired emperor 
Maximian, to make his own bid for the throne in Rome. Eager for 
past glories, Maximian came out of retirement to back his son’s 
revolt. Galerius ordered Severus to march on Rome and crush the 
usurpers, but before he got far his army defected en masse, won 
over by their past service to Maximian and his bribes. Severus 
surrendered and abdicated in early AD 307 on condition that his 
life be spared. But when the furious Galerius invaded Italy himself 
in AD 307, Severus was summarily executed. He seems not to have 
impressed many people during his brief reign, least of all his own 
soldiers, who abandoned him at the first opportunity. 


Serdica was the only mint to strike a regular issue of argentei for the 
short-lived Second Tetrarchy. Until very recently, Serdican argentei 
were known only for the two Augusti, Constantius I and Galerius, 
and for the Caesar Maximinus II (see the following lot). All of these 
argentei are rare: those of the Augusti are rated R4 in RIC, and 
the argenteus of Maximinus II is rated R5 (unique), although at 
least three have been offered at auction in the past few years (see 
Heritage sale 3020, 6 September 2012, lot 25279). It always seemed 
logical that Serdica should have struck argentei for Severus II as 
well, and that the lack of an actual example was attributable to 
the obscurity of the entire emission. With the present specimen, the 
existence of this hypothetical variety is now confirmed.

During the Tetrarchic Era (AD 284-306), the general quality of 
Roman numismatic portraiture plummeted as the new regime 
promoted an almost generic art style that virtually eliminated 
individualistic portraits. After the accession of Constantine I “the 
Great” there was a reversion to realistic portraiture and a decided 
improvement in numismatic art. This magnificent gold solidus, 
through struck in the low relief typical of the period, boasts a 
remarkable portrait of Constantine that emphasizes his qualities of 
decisiveness and determination.

The eldest son of Constantine I, Flavius Julius Crispus inherited 
much of his father’s charisma and military prowess. Born circa 
AD 295-305, Crispus was the only child of Constantine’s liaison 
with Minervina, probably his common-law wife. After his father 
became Caesar, Crispus could only watch as his mother was set 
aside (or perhaps she had died earlier) so Constantine could marry 
Fausta, daughter of Maximian. In late AD 316, Constantine raised 
Crispus to the rank of Caesar and began grooming him for the suc- 
cession. Crispus spent the next few years at Trier on the German 
frontier, honing his skills as a soldier; in the early 320s he oversaw 
campaigns against the Franks and Alemanni. Crispus further 
distinguished himself as his father’s naval commander against 
Licinius in 324. After winning a signal victory in the Civil War, he 
was heaped with honors and seemed fully secure as Constantine’s 
primary heir. In AD 326, he traveled to Italy to celebrate his father’s 
20th anniversary of rule. There, he ran afoul of a plot hatched 
by his stepmother Fausta, who wanted to advance her own three 
sons in the succession. The nature of the plot remains obscure, but 
Crispus was arrested in the town of Pola, charged with treason, 
and beheaded. Soon thereafter, Constantine ordered Fausta’s exe- 
cution. The events of AD 326 so embittered Constantine that he 
never returned to Italy, and they may have played a role in his 
decision to move the imperial capital to Byzantium, soon renamed 
Constantinople.

The position of young Flavius Claudius Hannibalianus in the succes- 
sion arrangements of Constantine I the Great (AD 306-337) remains 
obscure and mysterious. Rather oddly named in honor of Hannibal, 
one of Rome’s greatest enemies, Hannibalianus was the son of 
Constantine’s half-brother and thus the great Emperor’s nephew. In 
AD 335 he was included in an elaborate five-way succession scheme 
along with his brother Delmatius and the three surviving sons of 
Constantine, who were all named Caesar. Hannibalianus, however, 
received a very different title— Rex Regum et Pontiacarum 
Gentium, or “King of Kings and of the Pontic Peoples.” Constantine 
apparently foresaw Hannibalianus as the eventual ruler of ter- 
ritories beyond the formal boundaries of the Empire, including 
the vast Sasanian Persian kingdom then ruled by Shapur II (AD 
309-379). Indeed, Constantine spent his last years preparing a 
massive campaign against the Persians, but fell ill and died in 
May of AD 337, before it could be launched. The five-way succes- 
sion scheme abruptly collapsed as Constantine’s three sons seized 
control of the army and ordered the executions of their cousins. 


Coins of Hannibalianus were struck only at Constantinople and 
remain the only pieces struck to give the title “king” (REGI) to 
a Roman ruler. The reverse type, a reclining personification of 
the River Euphrates, supports the view that Constantine’s even- 
tual aim was to invade the Sasanian Persian Kingdom and install 
Hannibalianus at its head, thus ending the centuries-old conflict 
between East and West.

The last “legitimate” Roman emperor of the West, Julius Nepos was 
the nephew of the patrician Marcellinus, virtual ruler of Dalmatia 
in the fragmented West Roman Empire of the later fifth century 
AD. He also had close ties with the East Roman Emperor Leo (AD 
457-474). When the Western Roman throne became vacant in AD 
473, the Master of Soldiers Gundobad raised a minor nobleman 
named Glycerius to the purple. Leo decided the affront could not be 
tolerated and appointed Nepos in his stead. Glycerius relinquished 
the throne and was packed off to Dalmatia to serve as bishop of 
Salonae, while Nepos took charge of the state and tried to arrest 
the Western Empire's terminal decline. The Roman people initially 
supported Nepos (the poet Sidonius even praises him as a “true 
emperor in character no less than prowess’), but lost enthusiasm 
when his ambitious plans came to nothing. In the summer of AD 
474, his master of soldiers Orestes rebelled and led an army to 
Ravenna. His support having evaporated, Nepos took ship for his 
homeland of Dalmatia on August 28, AD 475. Orestes had his 
young son Romulus Augustus acclaimed emperor, but he “reigned” 
as a compliant figurehead for only 10 months before being deposed 
by the warlord Odovacer in mid AD 476. Meanwhile, Nepos contin- 
ued to claim the title Emperor of the West from exile and petitioned 
the new eastern Emperor Zeno for assistance. But Zeno had no 
soldiers to spare and tacitly accepted the status quo. Nepos was still 
plotting his return to power when he was murdered in AD 480 by 
agents of Glycerius, the man he had deposed six years earlier.

A soldier with a distinguished career in the East Roman army, 
Marcian chosen to succeed the long-reigning Theodosius II, prob- 
ably through the influence of the empress Aelia Pulcheria and the 
semi-barbarian general Aspar. Pulcheria legitimized his position 
by marrying him, joining him to the Theodosian dynastic line, then 
retired to a nunnery. Marcian proved a a stern and able ruler, par- 
ticularly in his dealings with the Huns. He refused to pay Attila the 
annual indemnity of 2,100 pounds of gold that had been promised 
by his weakling predecessor, remarking “I have iron for Attila, but 
no gold.” Attila responded by attacking and ravaging the West 
Roman Empire. Marcian took a hands-off attitude toward the 
West and spent the years 451-453 preparing the East Roman army 
to meet the inevitable Hun attack. But Attila’s Western expedition 
apparently took its toll on him, and he died on his wedding night in 
AD 453; his formidable Hunnic empire immediately disintegrated. 
Marcian spent most of his reign in reform, retrenchment and con- 
solidation, husbanding the East Roman Empire's resources against 
the coming storms. He also dabbled in Christian theology by calling 
together the Fourth Oecumenical Council in Ephesus, which con- 
firmed and strengthened the Nicene Creed and recognized the 
primacy of the Pope, although conferring equal authority on the 
patriarch of Constantinople. After a productive and mostly peace- 
ful reign of seven years, Marcian died in AD 457. He was so fondly 
remembered that future East Roman emperors were sworn in with 
the admonition to “reign like Marcian!”

Though a highly successful ruler in many spheres, Constantine V 
was not fondly remembered by most Byzantines, mainly due to his 
zealous enforcement of the Iconoclastic policies launched by his 
father, Leo III. Constantine’s enemies nicknamed him Copronymos, 
i.e. “named in dung,” because he had allegedly fouled his baptis- 
mal fountain. His generalship proved outstanding against both 
the Arabs and the Bulgarians, whom he crushed at the battle of 
Anchialos in AD 763. But the Iconoclast controversy created discord 
throughout the Byzantine world for more than a century and coun- 
teracted many of the reforms and military victories achieved by 
father and son. Still, their efforts ensured the empire's survival and 
paved the way for the great Macedonian Renaissance in the follow- 
ing century.

The former imperial treasurer, Nicephorus I came to power in the 
coup that toppled the controversial Empress Irene. Nicephorus was 
a strict conservative with considerable military and administrative 
experience, and soon repaired much of the damage caused by Irene’s 
mismanagement. He revoked many of her tax reductions and found 
new sources of revenue that put the state on a sounder footing. His 
achievements in foreign affairs were more of a mixed bag. His 
refusal to pay tribute to the Arabs aroused their anger and invited 
attacks, but he reconquered central Greece from the Slavs, who had 
overrun it two centuries before, and created several new Themes, 
or military districts, by which the army could be replenished. In 
AD 811 Nicephorus and his son and co-ruler Stauracius invaded 
Bulgaria, which had become a major threat under the ferocious 
warlord Krum. The invasion at first met with great success, taking 
and sacking the Bulgarian capital city of Pliska. But Nicephorus 
unwisely pursued Krum into the mountains, where he and his army 
were ambushed and slaughtered. Though grievously wounded, 
Stauracius managed to escape and made it back to Constantinople 
before expiring. Krum had Nicephorus’ skull made into a drinking 
cup, which became part of the Bulgarian royal regalia.

THE RLM COLLECTION OF BRAZILIAN GOLD - PART II 


Heritage is proud to bring to auction the second part of Dr. Roberto Monteiro’s collection of Brazilian gold coins. This part begins 
with Dom Jose’s 27-year reign including several 1000, 2000 and 4000 Reis, many in mint state condition. A rather impressive 6400 
Reis of 1765 struck at the Bahia mint in Gem (MS65) condition and a 3200 Reis of 1756 highlight his reign. 


For the reign of Queen Maria & Pedro and subsequently Maria I, the collection is extremely deep in types and dates with most 
of the 4000 Reis of this era present. Most impressive however is an unbelievable complete date set of Maria & Pedro 3200 Reis 
(1780 — 1786) with four pieces in AU or better condition. Also featured are both 6400 Reis of 1777, the key date of the series. 


To close the colonial period of the collection, the coins of King Joao (initially Prince Regent) include a wide array of rarities 
including the commemorative 6400 Reis of 1816 and the trio of “United Kingdom” 6400 Reis of 1818, 1819 and 1820. Finally, as 
the crown jewels of this part of the RLM collection, we are presenting four gold ingots, including an amazing Sabara piece with 
its respective paper “Guia” or certificate. Following the next 235 lots by The "Russo" Catalog number, one has a good sense of Dr 
Monteiro's incredible accomplishment.

Jose, born on June 6, 1714, was the third child of King Jodo V of 
Portugal and Archduchess Maria Anna of Austria. At birth, he 
had an older brother, an older sister and three younger brothers. 
When Jose’s older brother died at the age of two, Jose officially 
became the Prince of Brazil and the heir to the throne. On January 
19, 1729, Jose married Mariana Victoria of Spain. Together they 
had four daughters that survived infanthood. 


In 1750 at the age of 36, upon the death of his father King Jodo 
V, Jose ascended to the Portuguese throne gaining the title King 
Jose I of Portugal. Upon his succession, Jose I nearly immediately 
opted for a leisurely existence away from the limelight, appoint- 
ing Marquis of Pombal to manage the day to day decisions of the 
throne. Around the same time, with the belief that his days of 
fathering children had ended, he decreed that his oldest daughter, 
Maria, would be his heir apparent. From that time forward, Jose I 
would devote much of his time to hunting and the opera - assem- 
bling what would become one of the greatest collections of operatic 
scores in Europe. On February 24, 1777, at the age of 62, Jose I 
passed away.

Her 
mental instability intensified as time passed and in 1791, after her 
eldest son Jose, and heir presumptive to the throne died, it furthered 
still. On February, 10 1792, seventeen doctors signed a document 
declaring Maria mentally insane and fully unable to manage the 
kingdom. While technically still holding power, Maria’s eldest 
son, Jodo, stepped in to handle the state of affairs. In 1799, acting 
under the same role, Joao took the title of Prince Regent. He would 
serve in this capacity until Maria passed on March 20, 1816.

In 1785, a marriage was arranged between Jodo and, at 
the time, 10-year old Carlota Joaquina who was the daughter of 
King Carlos IV of Spain. In 1788, Jose, Jodo’s older brother, passed 
away after a bout with smallpox, elevating him to Prince of Brazil 
and clearing the line of succession to the throne upon his mother 
the queen's passing. In 1792, Jodo’s mother was declared insane, 
and much of the responsibilities of the kingdom were transferred 
to Jodo. Over the next seven years, Jodo showed hesitancy toward 
taking the reins of power, until 1799 when he officially took the title 
of Prince Regent. Amidst constant political turmoil and the nearly 
constant threat of war, Jodo fled Portugal to Brazil in December of 
1808. From that time, until his mother’s death in 1816, Jodo would 
continue to serve in his capacity as Prince Regent of Brazil.

On March 20, 1816, after a long battle with mental illness, Joao’s 
mother, Queen Maria I passed away, elevating his title from Prince 
Regent to King Jodo VI of Portugal. His official consecration as 
King occurred nearly two years later on February 6, 1818. In 1821, 
after pleas from Portugal for his return, Jodo returned to Lisbon 
to address the needs of his homeland. Upon his return, a liberal 
constitution was drafted and Jodo officially swore loyalty to it on 
October 1, 1822. The constitution however proved to be short-lived, 
as it was dissolved by spring the following year with Jodo being 
acclaimed King for a second time. 


Meanwhile, Brazil was seeing similar unrest and on September 7, 
1822, a revolt was led by Joao’s son Pedro that resulted in a proc- 
lamation of independence and the establishment of the Empire of 
Brazil. On November 15, 1825, the Treaty of Rio de Janeiro was 
signed, establishing Jodo as Titular Emperor of Brazil, a title that 
carried with it no real authority. Jodo held this title, along with the 
King of Portugal, until he died on March 10, 1826.

Gold Ingots as Legal Tender in Brazil 
For a period in the colonial history of Brazil, in addition to coins, gold ingots and bars circulated as legal tender. Legislation was passed to control 
the circulation of powder gold and to tax it at regional Foundries that were initially established in the 1770's. As the ingots were produced, it received 
marks that would identify the foundry, year, sequential production number, the assayer’s monogram, the finess of the gold, and the weight. This 
way, the ingot was approved to circulate as coin in the amount defined in the “Guia”, or respective certificate. In time, bars and ingots were taken out 
of circulation and the vast majority of bars melted and their respective Guias lost. 
It became the work of numismatists to register and catalog the few pieces that remain in existence today. Prodigious Brazilian numismatist Kurt Prober 
dedicated a good part of his life as a numismatic researcher to produce a comprehensive study which he published in two volumes in 1990 under the 
title “Ouro em Po e em Barras Meio Circulante no Brasil 1754-1833”. This work has become the definitive reference for this area of Luso-Brazilian 
numismatics. 
The total number of authentic ingots today is 219 pieces from 9 foundries. Here is the breakdown: 
Province of Goias. 

Foundry of Goias, 30 known 1790 - 1823 

Foundry of Sao Felix, 1 guia but no ingots 1773 
Province of Mato Grosso. 

Foundry of Mato Grosso, 22 known 1784 - 1820 

Foundry of Cuiaba, 9 known 1821 - 1822 
Province of Minas Gerais. 

Foundry of Rio das Mortes, 7 known 1796 - 1818 

Foundry of Sabara, 85 known 1778 - 1833 

Foundry of Serro Frio, 21 known 1809 - 1832 

Foundry of Vila Rica, 43 known 1794 - 1818 


Foundry of Ouro Preto (ex-Vila Rica), 1 known 1828 
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As many as half of the specimens above are in public or private museums. Legendary Portuguese collector and a close friend of Dr. Monteiro, the late 
Carlos Costa had 36 specimens in his collection that is today part of the Banco Espirito Santo Museum in Lisbon. The Smithsonian in D.C. has a few 
through Eli Lilly’s donation. 


Dr. Monteiro was able to obtain five bars in his six decades collecting (the fifth ingot of 1832 will be offered in January 2014 in NY). I can only think of 
another private collection that has that many pieces but none with a respective Guia as this lot. Kurt Prober mentions that this bar was first illustrated in 
the auction catalog of Hans Schulman of New York in June of 1967 with a base price of US$3000. 


The Guia reads: “N.79. Deposited in this gold exchange house, Joao Baptista Maciel four ounces of gold from which the fifth for Royal Tax was paid 
and from the remainder a bar that weighed three ounces, one oitava and twelve grains. The Guia ends with “bar delivered at this Foundry of Sabara on 
January 7th, 1812.” The condition of this Sabara bar’s Guia is unheard of. Heritage has been fortunate enough to handle another bar (Serro Frio) with 
the Guia (lot 20189 of sale #3021 - NYINC 2013) in the same year. The paper of the Serro Frio bar has serious damage issues while this Guia is a VF with 
great paper quality. (Numismatist Claudio Schroeder contributed) 


Perhaps the most significant aspect of this barisits unusually heavy weight of 90+ grams for aSabara specimen. (Usual range is 30-40 grams). This has allowed 
for a strong and deep stamping of the 960 Reis c/s (which were also used in Hispanic 8 Reales at the Minas Mint). An amazing numismatic item.

An Important Pattern of Extreme Rarity

having glossy milk-chocolate brown surfaces. This charming piece, which in its day was deemed to be “of remarkably inferior workmanship,” 
suffered a cruel fate, for it was every bit the equal of most earlier halfpennies struck at the Royal Mint but in 1796 was in competition with the 
Droz-engraved patterns struck on Boulton and Watt’s new steam-driven machinery, which allowed for more deeply engraved dies to be pounded 
with much increased force into copper blanks. Any visual comparison of the two types must have been dramatic to 18th-century eyes completely 
unused to the newest minting technology of the Industrial Revolution. The result was rejection of this and a couple of related patterns (dated 
1788). The date 1796 on any regal copper takes any experienced numismatist aback, because the 1790s generally was the time of the numerous 
merchant tokens known generally today as Conder tokens, which flooded onto the commercial scene and fascinated the numismatic community 
of the day. Coppers of the earlier styles and means of manufacture were disdained at the time. They had been widely counterfeited, which was 
the reason for the contract by the Royal Mint with the mint at Birmingham to replace them. C. Wilson Peck comments dryly that no facts exist 
concerning the origin or the artist who engraved this pattern of 1796, but concludes that the workmanship is so similar to that seen on Pingo’s 
1787 shillings and sixpence coins, and his Bank of England tokens, that this piece must be his work. Interestingly, Peck also mentions that this 
halfpenny “has the distinction of being the first copper piece bearing DEI GRATIA to be produced at the Mint since Anne’s reign.” It is both 
extremely rare and splendid in its state of preservation.

The scale of Wyon’s talent is evident in the intricacy of the Gothic design. ESC notes that its author, Alan Rayner, discovered a statement by Mr 
Stride, formerly Chief Clerk of the Royal Mint, that “the Gothic crowns were never issued for ordinary circulation and that all were struck in 
proof state.” The mintage has traditionally been reported as 8,000 pieces. The coin immediately proved to be popular as a pocket piece, carried 
by the dandies and other gentlemen of the day, in order to show off the queen’s portrait. The vast majority of the mintage, then, became impaired 
to one extent or another. Choice Proof examples are scarce today. Gems are difficult to locate. Superb coins, especially those blessed with spec- 
tacular toning, are the most challenging of all to obtain.

The Extremely Rare Uniface Reverse Pattern Crown of Edward VIII 





25026 Edward VIII pattern Crown 1937, Matte PR65 “A-Tokyo Collection” NGC, reeded edge, a trial piece by Kruger Gray showing the proposed 
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reverse for the crown intended for the homeland coinage of King Edward VIII; not one piece (of any denomination) was ever coined for com- 
merce because of his abdication. Not listed in any standard reference but discussed and illustrated in the booklet entitled “The proposed coinage 
of King Edward VIII” by G.P. Dyer, curator at the Royal Mint, published in 1973 by Her Majesty’s Stationery Office. In essence, the story is that 
the officers of the minting committee (the “Advisory Committee”) attempted to please the new monarch by engaging various artists to conceive of 
fresh designs for the reverses of the coinage. Meantime, engraving artists William McMillan and T.H. Paget were working on the king’s portrait, 
the initial attempts being unacceptable to the king. The present specimen has MODEL in place of the portrait, which was still being redesigned 
when this coin was struck. Its purpose was as a model for the brand-new reverse featuring a crisp engraving of the royal crest. It was likely struck 
either in late 1936 or early 1937. Dyer explains that Kruger Gray, who had engraved the reverse of the Wreath crown for George V, was the artist 
favored by the Advisory Committee’s members. The king had asked for ideas for the reverses of his proposed coins that would be distinctive to 
his reign and might represent the country’s indigenous fauna, much as the Irish Free State coins of 1928 onward had done. Wilson Parker created 
some likely designs. The samples of these are shown on Plate B of Dyer’s essay. The crown showed an eagle facing to left. The deputy master of the 
mint in particular objected to these designs, saying about that crown that the eagle “was too reminiscent of the United States on one hand and of 
Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy on the other.” The only successful idea was the use of the wren on the farthing, which appeared on George VI’s 
coinage beginning in 1937. The eagle crown was rejected, and the conceptions of Kruger Gray were approved for the silver coins. Gray “now set 
about modelling the designs selected by the King,” including the crown represented by the present specimen. A few pieces were ultimately struck 
showing both the portrait and this reverse, but by and large the coinage samples, or trial pieces, became casualties of the abdication, concludes 
Dyer, although most were adopted for the coinage of George VI. The reverse for the crown is illustrated on Plate E of Dyer’s essay on Edward 
VIII’s coinage patterns. The present cataloguer had the privilege of examining and cataloguing the patterns in their final form many years ago, in 
the middle 1970s, for an ANA-convention auction. Those coins were withdrawn and never sold at auction. Only rarely is any pattern of Edward 
VIII offered for sale. This pattern crown therefore represents an extraordinary opportunity to obtain one of the rarest of all modern crowns. This 
specimen seems somewhat conservatively graded as PR65, being essentially flawless and as struck save for its lovely gray toning. The design is 
fully detailed in its proof state, and the eye-appeal here is nothing short of magnificent.

In late 1831, the mint at Hermosillo 
was authorized to initiate minting of copper coins only, the 
lease specifically prohibited the lease owner Leonardo Santoyo, 
from producing silver coins. Regardless, silver 8 Reales were 
produced at this mint in 1835, 1836 and 1839. In their outstand- 
ing numismatic reference book “Resplandores”, authors Mike 
Dunigan and J.B. Parker state: “...there was a shortage of specie 
in the Western Provinces and (sic) the lease owner petitioned the 
Central Government for the right to coin silver and was turned 
down.” Consequently the 8 Reales minted in Hermosillo bearing 
the dates of 1835, 1836 and 1839 are “illegal” issues, though they 
are correct in design, weight and metal fineness and the coins cir- 
culated normally in Mexico. Previously, as described by Dunigan 
and Parker, “this coin is reportedly only through bibliographic 
references, the 1835 Hermosillo 8 Reales is the only coin listed 
that was not personally confirmed by the authors.” After over 170 
years, the first specimen of the 1835 Hermosillo 8 Reales is pre- 
sented to the numismatic community. This unique coin will surely 
demand aggressive bidding from collectors around the world and 
will, in the end, find a new home, where it will certainly become a 
central piece for the most advanced collection.”

The golden Noble was first issued in England during the reign of 
Edward III (1327-77) beginning in the year 1344. Its purpose was 
to facilitate trade with Flanders in the wool market. Scotland had 
no such market, and gold tended to be issued only occasionally, 
each design type lasting briefly. A decade after Mary Queen of 
Scots’ son James (born June 19, 1566, from her union with Henry 
Stewart, Lord Darnley) acceded to the Scottish throne upon his 
mother’s abdication on July 24, 1567, gold was first issued in 
large denominations, the heaviest being the famous £20 piece of 
1575-76. Mostly the gold coins were of the normal size in Scotland, 
averaging 25 to 80 shillings in value in various denominations. 
The Lion Nobles (worth 75 shillings) of 1584-88 were suddenly 
supplemented by 1588’s 5th Coinage of the Thistle Noble, valued at 
146s 8d — equivalent in gold weight to the present-day Sovereign. 
It was struck in only one year, and no similarly large gold coin was 
struck again until after James became dual monarch of Scotland 
and England in 1603, when his well-known gold Unit (or Unite 
in England) began to appear, valued at the sterling equivalent 
of £1, the same as the Thistle Noble but of slightly less fine gold 
(22 ct versus 23 1/3 ct for the Thistle Noble), and suddenly, as 
Burns noted, “the thistle nobles were decidedly overvalued” and 
many were “received at the mint” later in the reign, which surely 
accounts in part for the rarity of this earlier Scottish gold coin. 


The Thistle Noble was modeled on Edward III’s piece but differs 
significantly not only in its unique legends. The ship is more 
detailed, and in place of the visage of the king at its center appears 
the Scots royal crest; the ship bears two flags, holding the king’s 
“J 6” title abbreviated (the master’s arms, stated the Act of Privy 
Council of September 13, which ordered the coin to be made), and 
a central thistle in the waves below the shield. “On some pieces 
a saltire indented on the small flag above the ship is observable,” 
states Burns, and it appears on the present specimen. The coin’s 
name is mostly derived from the thistle marks appearing on the 
reverse side, the largest above the central cross, and a smaller 
thistle decorates each angle of the tressure, which is internally 
festooned with four crowned lions passant and four crowns with a 
cross on top of each. The combination of legends is distinctive to 
this issue. On the obverse, the king’s title is the normal IACOBVS 
6 DEI GRATIA REX SCOTORUM, but the reverse’s religious 
legend reads FLORENT SCEPTRA PIIS REGNA HIS IOVA DAT 
NUMERATQUE, the Latin translating as “Sceptres flourish with 
the pius, Jehovah gives them kingdoms and numbers them.” The 
central cross of this side consists of two crossed sceptres upon 
which is laid a flowering Scottish thistle.

Briot quit his post 
in 1636, disliking the Scottish countryside, and yet the king reap- 
pointed him along with Falconer in August of 1637 to continue 
his coining work. Money such as the presently offered 30-shil- 
lings reveals Briot’s hand by its uniformity of strike compared to 
the former hammered issues. Briot worked on a variety of other 
Scots coins while Falconer attended to the minting itself, and at 
last Briot managed to depart the hinterland and return to London, 
probably early in 1638. Falconer seems to have been Master of 
the Mint at Edinburgh while most coins of this type were manu- 
factured. This piece was likely struck either late in 1641 or at the 
beginning of 1642, as restrictions on silver coins were ordered in 
March of 1642, which caused this issue to be terminated.

The portrait remains lustrous and otherwise unmarked, 
without any adjustment lines, and is thus truly exceptional. These handling effects are given here for the sake of accuracy and as an aid in tracking this coin 
in the future. They are doubtless the reason that PCGS did not assign a higher numerical grade to a coin which shows not a hint or rub or wear. 


The Transvaal patterns in gold of President Burgers figure among the rarest of the world’s gold coins, and were in fact the first types of Pond (Pound, or 
Sovereign) struck of native South African gold. The off-metal patterns (listed by Hern on page 340 of his reference) are rare enough, but the pieces struck 
in gold suffered a generally poorer fate than did the trials made of bronze, brass, aluminum, or silver. Most of the gold pieces were sold as souvenirs not 
long after they were made, and the majority became disfigured in jewelry. We told their story in our Sale #3016 (January 2012) under Lot 25072, which 
was another wonderful specimen but of the “Fine Beard” variety, of which far more were struck (695 compared to 142). We repeat the story here. 


Colonial South Africa consisted of disconnected immigrant settlements which used coins of their native countries as well as tokens for money. When 
gold was discovered in the Transvaal in 1869, it marked a sea change for the area’s inhabitants. The first gold coin was minted in 1874 in extremely 
limited numbers and suffered from such a poor initial reception that today’s collectors are faced with a serious challenge trying to locate an unim- 
paired piece. It seems that Thomas Francois Burgers, second president of the republic, had received a number of suggestions urging him to create a 
gold coinage. He decided to approach the Birmingham, England, firm of Ralph Heaton and Sons to change the situation. Unfortunately he made the 
decision on his own, without the approval of his fellow legislators, and it was to prove a fatal error. The Heaton Mint engaged the services of Leonard 
Wyon, the Royal Mint’s engraver, who prepared dies showing a portrait of Burgers, who himself supplied the gold specie for the coinage, as well as an 
elaborate reverse design showing the coat of arms of the fledgling republic. The gold specie used to make these coins was mined in the Transvaal, and 
Burgers intention was just that — a local use for native ore. The exact number struck is not known, but it is assumed that 837 pieces were made using up 
the amount of gold given to the mint by Burgers. Once he had them in his hands, Burgers displayed his gleaming gold coins proudly to members of the 
Volksraad, and waited for their acceptance. But it was not to be. The legislators objected vehemently to Burgers’ use of his own image and they soundly 
rejected the coin which was to become the forerunner of the famed golden Pond, first produced in 1892. But in 1874 the Burgers pond had failed as a 
commercial idea. Subsequently, most of the mintage was sold to the public at twice face value, and for a number of years they were thought of as nothing 
more than mere mementoes. The public carried these as pocket pieces, showed them off to friends, drilled holes through some and mounted others on 
gold chains for jewelry, and finally threw them into drawers or jewelry boxes, where they were forgotten. Few if any South Africans in the 1870s envi- 
sioned them as one day being of great value. When the first official gold ponds appeared in 1892, they reminded a small number of people in the ZAR 
of the earlier pond of 1874, and scattered collectors began looking for examples, knowing next to nothing about the coins. Numismatic interest began 
in earnest upon the conclusion of the Boer War, with the annexation of South Africa into the British empire. It gradually became apparent that most 
Burgers ponds had been damaged or mishandled. So few were available for study that no one realized that two varieties existed until the 1940s, and the 
first few decades of the 20th century proved the rarity of these coins when not impaired. They became eagerly collected in England and throughout the 
Commonwealth, as well as in the homeland itself. But it was too late. Most had been lost or damaged, and only a tiny number exist in Mint State today. 
Nicer pieces seemed to be slightly circulated. Time has proven that any undamaged piece is a miracle of survival, and it is quite likely that some of the 
finest known pieces were those kept by the very legislators who had dismissed the coins as meaningless back in 1874. What had once offended sensi- 
bilities had transformed itself into nothing less than a national treasure.

This mysterious coin was stealthily made in 1898 by Sammy 
Marks, a ZAR entrepreneur who was something of a character, 
according to local legend. It seems he bought his way into the 
mint at Pretoria and selected a pair of dies for the silver three- 
pence coinage, either altering the date or else using a die for the 
dated reverse side that was intended for but never employed to 
make commercial coinage. No silver 1898 threepence is known 
to exist. Sammy Marks created “at least 215 pieces” all in gold, 
avers Brian Hern in his standard reference on the ZAR coinage. 
The source of the gold used is not known. The dies used to make 
this coin remain in the South African Mint museum. Many of the 
pieces ended up in jewelry, and are impaired. The survival of a 
coin of this stature is surely a miracle. Based on auctions records, 
we believe that our top estimate may be exceeded.

The so-called “antoninianus” (actually a modern term, based on a 
misreading of The Historia Augusta), introduced by Caracalla as 
a two-denarius piece, continued to be struck in small quantities by 
his successor Macrinus and was briefly issued by Elagabalus as well, 
before being dropped after this issue of circa AD 219. Apparently it 
was widely recognized as inflationary, as it contained only about 
1.5x the weight of silver contained in the denarius. The denomina- 
tion was revived almost two decades later during the tumultuous 
AD 238, the “Year of the Six Emperors,” and continued in produc- 
tion for another 50-odd years, steadily shrinking in silver content 
from just under 50% to less than 5%. Very quickly after its revival, 
the denarius ceased to be struck entirely. While the antoninianus 
could be viewed as a form of debasement, it was more symptom 
than cause of the devastating inflation that wrecked the Roman 
economy in the later third century AD.

Nitrate Token Collection including Interesting Older Issues, 
Yudelevich and Elwin Leslie authored the definitive reference on 
this series, as published by ANS in 1980, under the title Chilean 
Nitrate Mine and Related Tokens. The actual collection shown and 
illustrated in that booklet sold for $8812 in our April 2013 CICF 
sale after achieving wide acclaim for its depth of completeness. 
We are now able to present the second portion of that collec- 
tion, admittedly less organized or focused, but nonetheless with 
exalted merit. Composed of approximately 323 pieces, it is still 
an impressive 5/8 the size of that earlier group and it is supposed 
to contain only 10% duplication within its ranks. About % are 
individually enveloped and only about 15% are unattributed. As 
was the case with the earlier Yudelevich group, there are many 
of the typical vulcanite style mixed with hard-metal pieces in 
brass or copper. Based on the collector’s own notes, this group is 
comprised of what he was able to collect prior to purchasing the 
intact Yudelevich collection, plus being later augmented with new 
items which he believed were either omitted within that volume or 
within his initial collection attempt.

Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half increment 
will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised amount will be 
considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneer’s Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneer’s place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. Bids 
placed electronically via the internet may not be withdrawn until your written request is received 
and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-443-8425); such requests must state the reason, and 
may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be 
delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest 
amount you may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid can be 
any whole dollar amount.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance 
with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 


an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE

In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles 
references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass 
as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer's premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 


Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn ona U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal or 
corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior 
to releasing merchandise. (ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional information.) Payments can be 
made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot. 

. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or other 
states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. (Note: Coins are only subject to sales tax in 
California on invoices under $1500 and in Texas on invoices under $1000. Check the Web site 
at: http://coins.ha.com/c/ref/sales-tax.zx for more details.) Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the 
actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, 
inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the 
applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and 
verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate 
is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots 
from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not 
paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three percent (3%) of 
any installment that is past due. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the 
buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If 
Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney's time expended on the matter 
shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 10% seller's commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 10% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer's auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor 
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under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale. 
In addition, with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights 
of offset he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise 
included on the invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and 
its affiliates shall have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it 
may secure by possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession. 

. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 

of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping and handling. Please refer to Auctioneer’s website www.HA.com/common/ 
shipping.php for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine purchases 
from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be shipped in a 
commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping fees 
is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that Service and 
Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit card on 
file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item(s) hammer price together with its buyer's premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping 
costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carrier's confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneer’ file (carrier's confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidder’s selected third-party shipper.

Failure to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to 
storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger 
items and $5.00 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is 
not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or 
moving fees, including a 10% Seller’s Commission. 

36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, 
crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, import, or 
both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both export 
and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay or failure to obtain any such license 
or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely compliance with standard payment terms. For further 
information, please contact Ron Brackemyre at 800- 872-6467 ext.

36B. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused by or resulting from: 

a. Seizure or destruction under quarantine or Customs regulation, or confiscation by order of any 
Government or public authority, or risks of contraband or illegal transportation of trade, or 
b. Breakage of statuary, marble, glassware, bric-a-brac, porcelains, jewelry, and similar fragile articles 

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 

Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 

responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 

connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 

benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 

Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or afhliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration 
replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 
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46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 
After one year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and 
fees Auctioneer earned on that lot.

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer { which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the 
rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, 
Texas. The arbitrator’s award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim 
involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts 
of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; 
further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect 
arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related 
items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two 
(2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or 
punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for 
return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any 
claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in 
these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability 
exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

52. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit 
bidding on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize the 
Auctioneer’s Auction to obtain sales for non-selling consigned items subsequent to the Auction, 
are strictly prohibited.

53. Acceptance of these Terms and Conditions qualifies Bidder as a client who has consented to be 
contacted by Heritage in the future. In conformity with “do-not-call” regulations promulgated by 
the Federal or State regulatory agencies, participation by the Bidder is affirmative consent to being 
contacted at the phone number shown in his application and this consent shall remain in effect until 
it is revoked in writing. Heritage may from time to time contact Bidder concerning sale, purchase, and 
auction opportunities available through Heritage and its affiliates and subsidiaries. 

54. Rules of Construction: Auctioneer presents properties in a number of collectible fields, and as such, 
specific venues have promulgated supplemental Terms and Conditions. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to waive the general Terms and Conditions of Auction by these additional rules and shall 
be construed to give force and effect to the rules in their entirety. 

State Notices: 

Notice as to an Auction in California. Auctioneer has in compliance with Title 2.95 of the California
